My, Agent Ogletree forwards a recommendation from 
Rev, Father Perrault, Winnipeg, for the appointment ef Raoul 
Mertel as teacher of the Lake Manitoba Indian Day school, 
and also a letter from Ohief Moise Paul approving of his 
appointment. 


Mr, Martel was in the service of the Department 
for sometime before he enlisted in 1915. He was re-appointed 
a8 teacher of this school in duly, last, but the Indians pro 
tested his appointment on the grounde that he was drunk on 
the reserve several times, Chief Paul made the charge, vut 
he now recommends that he be re-appointed, Father Perrault 
says that the charges mate against him were false and states 
that, as he was recently married, there will be no cause in 
future for any charges being made en account of his conduct, 
and that he is quite gatisfied thet he wil) give good seatia- 
faction, if reappointed, Mr. Martel has Normal training and 
had several years experience as teacher in this school pre- 
vious to his enlistment, 


Henry Springer, who was the former teacher, has 
resigned from March 3lst, last. As there is at present no 
teacher at this school, 1 would beg to recommend that Mr, 
Martel be given another chance, his retention ef the position, 
however, to depend on his conduct and the success with which 
he meets in thia work, ‘The salary paid to Mm. G&ringsr was 
at the rate of $500.00 per annum, and I would recommend that 
My, Martel receive the same rate of payment, 


It will be necessary to fit up a residence for 
the teacher of this school.

He 
4g an old man, i111, with an ailing wife, alone in a very uninspir~ 
ing environment, He is probably doing as well ag he is able - 
put that unfortunately amounts to very little, 


I have called his attention repeatedly that regklations call 
for the use of the text books of the public schools of the pro- 
vince; but he persists under various pretexts in using the books 
of a certain .church society for readers. I see no hope of impro- 
vyement under present conditions. 


Should you decide to make any improvements in building, I 
should be glad to consult without charge to your Department. 


In forwarding the above report under cover of his letter 
of April 29th, 1926, Commissioner Graham states as follows; ~- 


In 1922 the unsatisfactory conditions existing at this 
school were reported to you, and on the 7th of November you stated 
in letter No.126-6-1 that Mr. Goulet's progress would be watched 
carefully with a view to the appointment of another teacher if 
there was not a marked improvement in the conduct of the school. T 
Two years later, on the 19th of November, 1924, I again drew your 
attention to the very unsatisfactory report which had been received 
on this school, and pointed out that there was no change. To this 
letter I received no reply, and we are now in receipt of another 
report which, in my opinion, calls for prompt action. 


{his echool should undoubtedly be closed up and the children 


. transferred to a Roman Catholic Boarding School without delay.

My dear Dr.Soott, 


With further reference to the request 
whioh I made through you for the erection of a Boarding 
Sehool on the Dog Greek Indian Reserve,may I say that 
I have since had the occasion te visit the Reserve, It 
seems to me that the position is ideal for a séhool of 
thie kind, There are shout 50 Ghildren of school age 
on the Reserve,thore are about as many more on the 
Rbb and Flow Reserve,and besides, between Lakws Manitoba 
and Winnipeg we have Catholic Indians on the Fisher 
River and thé Jaskhead Reserves. For these latter 
no provision whatsoever has ever beon made,and this, 
it seems to me,is something that should engage the 
consideration of the Department, Let me add that the 
Sandy Bay School cannot accumodate the number of shildren 
who wish to onter and who have a right to depend upon 
it for an elementary educaticn. 


fo my mind the construction of oa 
Boarding School at Bog Creek would mest the situation 
and incidentally solve some other problems, It is abe 
solutely necessary to erect new schools and new school 
residences at Dog Greek and Bbb\& Flow. The old sehool 
at Ebb & Flow is literally a disgrace to the Department, 
and there is no school residence there at all, If the 
Boardikg School be not undertaken,then it is imperative 
te attend at once to the other,and that would in the 
end be & sheer waste of public money, Zoreover, the 
Boarding School wovld relieve you,! naturally suppose, 
from the necessity of having a Farm Instrvetor and Field 
Matron,@s the object lesson would always be before the 
eyes of the people. 
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All in all,the project presents itself to me 
as a very desirable one, This is the only request I 
have ever made to the Department,and I would not meke it, 
were I not convinced that the project were worthy of 
favorable consideration as a matter of public utility.

I must confess that I was rather 
disturbed by your letter, but your subsequent communi- 
Cation of March 29th allaye the effect of your first 
communication. I have indeed endeavoured to meet 
Your Grace's wishes in every way, as I know how inter<- 
ested you are in the Indians, and i know also that 
your recommendations are well considered, however, the 
experience of the Department and the Churches has shown 
that it is not economical te have emall Residential 
Sechoele. When I said that the matter would be considered, 
I meant that your views would be sympathetically con- 
sidered, and your suggestion that we should net enlarge 
the school at Sandy Bay will have due weight. At the 
seme time I cannot hold out hope that we will be able 
to get any further apprepriation for education in the 
Butinates for the current year. We ave building two 
new schools for Reman Catholic children to take the 
place of dilapidated and antiquated buildings, one near 
St. Paul de Metis, Alberta, and the other on the Muscewe- 
ye Reserve, near lestogk, Gask. Although Minister 

@ generous in hin Estimates presented to Parliament, we 
have such beavy demands on us for medieal and hospital 
services and general relief, that it is difficult to get 
full supply for our varied neoda.

In reply I beg to say that the Departeent hopes 
te be able to erect a new building at this point nest 
summer «nd, in the meantine, it is considered that only 
the anet necessary repairs should be carried out to the 
present building, You may, therefore, arrange to carry 
out the repairs esonsidercd absolutely necessary to make 
the building comfortable for the coming winter. The 
expense should be kept es low ae possible. I shall be 
pleased if you wil} arrange to have any needed work carried 
out ae soon as possible, purchasing any material and 
arprenging for the labour. The Department will ieave 
this vepaize im your hands to be cazriei out as satie~ 
fueterily as possible smd at the lowest cost. 


You showld forward acoounts, in duplicate, properly 
oertified, covering the expenditure inourred, 
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to the poor accommodation last winter she, I believe, had 


@ touch of pneumonia, and is afraid of a recurrence if she 


stays there another winter. The Agent should be instructed 


to make thie school and house as comfortable as possible 
this Fall, without going to any great expense, and an amount 
should be placed in the Estimates this year for a new 
school and teacher's residence if the school is going 
continued.

This school is taught by Mise May J. 
Sanregret, and ehe has been provided with « Helper. There 
are *26 children on the regieter, and three more will be 
ready to atart after the holidays. There are alse some 
children from this reserve attending the Sandy Bay Boarding 
School. Miss Sanregret is getting splendid results, as 
pefere she took cherge thie place waa dormant as far as 
the teaching wae concerned, Not only is she getting 
splendid results as a teacher, but she has helped the 
arming Iuetruoctor a great deal where there has bean 
eickness on the reserve, and I cannot speak too highly of 
her work. Thie opinion is borne out by the report of 
Public School Inspector. Plewis, who has charge of that 
district. A lot of the children from the south end of 
the reserve come to school a distance of five miles, and 
some from the north end about two or two and 4 half miles. 
Inspector Plewis recommends & van for conveying the children 
from the eouth ead t+ and from the school, and I am 
aubmitting thie for the consideration of the Department. 
The school and teacher's residence are @ very poor affairs, 
fhe worst feature of both buildings is thet they are 
practically unfit for habitation in the winter. The 
teacher informed me that it was always noon before they 
oould get any heat in the school at all, and the house is 
also extremely cold. For this reason, I believe, the 
present teacher is resigning Grom the work, which is 
regrettable, but she informed me that she had pretty nearly 
made up her wind that she could not put in another winter 
there, af her health would not permit her to stay. Owing

I beg to enclose report on the Lake Manitoba Day 
Sehool for the month of May 1934, I also beg to make 
requisition for the sum of $15.00 for the digging of 
stones in the school-yard. It is about six years since 
the new school was built and since that time the stones 
in the yard have raised and the yard is dangerous for 
children playing games, The smaller stones have been 
picked by the teacher and children but there are some 
requiring a team and men to haul away, Most of the large 
stones will weigh in the neighbourhood of half a ton, 

The teacher:made the request that a porch be built at 
the back door of the residence, The back door faces 
North and during the winter if is impossible to keep the 
kitchen warm with a cook stove and an additional heater 
takes up too much room, The porch could also be used for 
storing wood and the meat for the children's mid-day meals. 
The porch required would be 8 X10 X 9, the material re- 
quired as follows:- 


13 pes. 2X4X10, 300 ft, 6" siding, 90 ft. flooring, 
200 ft. sheeting, 750 shingles, 1 roll tarpaper, 1 window

My dear My. Waite: 


I am very anxious about the building of another 
sohool on the Dog Creek Indian Reserve, or rather I 
should say about the establishing of another school. The 
present residence of the Sisters would be used for the 
second school. They could have a class in Domestic economy 
in one room, 4 class of manual labor in another, a class of 
knitting and sewing in another, and finally a 3 
cooking in another, The Indien children are 
when they are educated on their own reserves. ‘They are in 
constant contact with their parents and what they learn at 
school they communicate at once to their parents. The 
Indian Residential School may have its good purpose, but it 
cannot do the work of the Day School on the Reserve. 


I understand that you said that other Reserves might 
come before Dog Creek, because they did not have in their 
proximity a good Residential School like Sandy Bay, ‘To me 
that is not pertinent at all. What is pertinent is that the 
Day School does not cost as much as the Residential one. 

Why should there be twenty Indian children at Sandy Bay, when 
they can be educated better and with less cost in their ow 

Day School on the Dog Creek Indian Reserve? I see no reason 
whythe Department should not convert the Sisters' Residence 
into another school and build another residence for the Sisters, 
At the moment there is more than a foot of water in the base-~ 
ment of the Sisters' present residence. The new residence 
eould be built on higher ground, I think these arguments 

are most convincing.

With reference to Mr. Hoey's memorandum dated August 
25th, a report has now been received from Mr. Gow's office in 
this matter. 


The present siting of the achool is excellent; it is 
on the highest ground in the property; there is no compiaint re~- 


garding it. 


However, Mr. Davis was referring to the Sisters' Resi- 
dence. This is a frame structure over a small cellar pit. This 
latter is subtect to intermittent flooding which interferes with 
its essential use as a root store. But this flooding evidently 
does not affect the building itself, and no damage to the resi- 
dente' health has so far been mentioned. 


Three alternative solutions to this difficulty ure 
suggested: 


1. Install a drain from the cellar to a roadside 
Gitsh; estimated cost $350.00. 


oD Gate in cellar pit and provide new storage we 


cabin nearby; estimated cost $300,00.

3S. Move entire residence to a now site over @ con- 
crete basement; estimated cost $2,400.00, 


From a careful consideration of the factors involved, 
it 1s our opinion that the 2nd elternative is to be preferred. 
There is a definite need for storage space for garden produce, 
ets., for winter use as the property is 25 miles by road from 
the railway station and they are subject to considerable izola- 
tion during the winter. Judging from Mr. Gow's Report and the 
drawing accompanying it, a eepy of which is forwarded herewith, 
the Residence will continue to be satisfactory if the celiar is 
filled in. 


It is sonsidered that this matter can be hendled by 
Mr. Davis on your authority.

My. Favelle has been a teacher in Indian schools 
for thirty-three years. He taught at Bobb and Flow Reserve 
for nine years, at Orane River for eight years, at little 
Saskatchewan for six years and at his present school for 
ten years. He was educated in Eimonton, in a Methodist 
mission school, and has no Normal training or other quali=- 
fications, He was appointed to this school at a4 salary of 
$300.00, which was increased to $400.00 on January list, 
1910, and further increased to the present rate of $450.00 
en April ist, 1915. There is an enrolment of 27 pupils, 
with an average of 18, 


Mr. Inspector Jackson, in a report on his recent 
inspection of this school, states that, while the children 
aré only in the elementary grades, they are progressing 
fairly well. He found the school nice and clean and every-— 
thing tidy. 


Mr. Favélle is a half-breed, sixty-two years of 
age.

I beg to Scknowledge receipt of the above noted letter 
regarding a well at the teacherage, Lake St. Martin 
Reserve. It is true that the water in Lake St. Martin 
is not fit for drinking purposes, although the Indians 
drink it. Ice is packed for the teacherage, but this 
is not entirely satisfactory. 


Some years 4go an attempt was made to drill a well at 

the teacherage on this reserve, Four inch casing was used 
and a stop had to be made at 100 feet as the casing was 
too kight to stand further drilling and the casing was 
pulled out. 


At the present time there is an experienced @riller on 
the Little Saskatchewan Reserve, drilling @ well for the 
proposed nursing station. His costs are as follows and 
attached hereto is his price. 


$7.50 per foot, including cost of 5" standard 
casing, board and lodging and the cost of 
moving. The Department of National Health and 
Welfare are paying the moving costs from Winnipeg 
to Little Saskatchewan Reserve and return, 


It was expected that water would be obtained on this 
reserve at a& depth of approximately 100 feet. ‘The 

soil, however, appeared to be of the same conetituency 
&11 the way down the 100 foot hole that wae drilled 

Some years ago. It is possible that water would be found 
if drilling could have been continued to a depth of 

150 feet. The wells in the district are from 60 to 

200 feet. ‘The cost of a well would be high and I would 
Suggest that if drilling is to be done on this reserve 
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that @ new hole, & distance from the o14 one, be 
drilled. The old hole was filled in as it was 
dangercus for stook. 


Mr. Mills has 4 number of jobs in the environs of 
the City of Winnipeg and is anxious to return, but 
would be prepared to do this job if approved by the 
Department. It is expected that the well at the 
nursing station will be completed on or about the 
26th of this month and if the Department intend to 
have a well drilled at this point immediate action 
is necessary. 


A dug well is out of the question as only surface 
water can be obtained by this method.

The sites visited for the proposed Lake St. Martin Day 
Scheel were firstly just above the Narrows on Narrows Reserve No. 
49, close to the iean Chureh, and secondly, about a mile tu 
the southwest - both within a hundred yards of the lake shore and 
both seleeted by Mr. Waite, the Indian Agent. 


The sites are located on knolls of grassed sreas away 
from other buildings, clear of the bush and chosen by Mr. Waite 
to be as central as possible for the children located in homes 
along the shoreline of the reserve. The surface soi] is a sandy 
loam and short grass forms o tough turf. Underlying this is a 
sandy clay subsoil with a few scattere’ stones one to four inches 
long. This subsoil is well consolidated so that a man took 1% 
houra to go down 1# feet with a post-hole auger after the first 
foot was dug out. This type of sandy clay has been found to go 
to e depth of 20 feet or more all over this serea. A s¢cond hole 
on the first site was dug out 2% feet deep, in one-half hour. No 
water is encountered in the vicinity as vegetable pits keep dry 
when dug to 6 or & feet depths, so that foundation conditions 
would be good. 


No Indian house hes a well and only at one plece has a 
very limited supply of water been obteined in boring for welis. 
Other holes were dug with bores up to 100 feet deep and deeper wells 
are salty. Lake water is generally used for domestic and stock 
use. Ice blocks are used to some extent. For this reason the 
Agent considered it inadvisable to have any sewage disposel system 
which might contaminate“the lake nearby. 


There is no electric transmission line closer than Ste, 
Rose, over 50 miles to the southwest, and so electric current is 
generated on this reserve. 


Drinking water is obtainable at e drilled well about 1500 
feet south. This well has e limited supply of about four barrels 
per day end was used by the former teacher. This well supply was 
the only successful bore of several tried end is located in an 
enclosure which contains the foundetion of the burned-out teacher's 
residence. The well casing should be surrounded by a concrete 
block about 2 feet high, and drainage sway from the bore should be 
made by building up soil around the platform block. A 6" standard 
Gasing was put down 57 feet when water waa loceted in cravel. 
Pumping was done to lower the water in the casing to the bottom and 
it took 14 hours to rise & feet. The pump cylinder is 20 feet below 
the surface and static level is 10 feet below the surface, according 
to information supplied by tite local Farm Instructor.

As you 
are probably aware, the sum of $8,000.00 was included in our 
main estimates this year for the construction of a one room day 
school and peochennep for this Reserve. Inspector Hamilton 
and the Indian Agent did their best to interest contractors in 
the construction of this sehcol. The only tender that they were 
able to obtain was that of Mr. R. Sigurdson of Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
His tender was for $16,410.00 and was submitted tu our burveys and 
Engineering Branch for their comments. 


The reply which we received from this Branch 
read in part as follows: 


“This service has no hesitation in stating that tenders 
for a one room schools where cost will proximinate $16,000.00 are 
exhorbitant and no contract should be awarded". 


In view of this statement from our architects 
and because we were have this identical building constructed 
@lsewhere for prices ranging from $11,000.00 to $13,000.00, we 
could not accept “r. Sigurdson's tender. Inspector Hamilton and 
Mr, Indian Agent Waite were informed of this fact. 


Howevet, we have been able to arrange for a 
suitable bearding >l«ce for Mrs. Beachell and also to provide 
for daily transpertation to the school for her. It is our 
intention to include a revote of $14,000.00 in our next year's 
appropriation for the construction of this school, It is hoped 
that we can interest a contractor for its erection next year.

Reserve, which were forwarded to Mr. Sigurdson were 
returned here and J forwarded them to Mr. Herman 
Helgason of Ashern for an Estimate. He will work on 
them during spare time this winter and give an estimate 
as soon as his prices are completed. I believe his 
estimate will be considerably less that that quoted 
by Mr. Sigurdson. Mr. Helgason built the nursing 
station on the Little Saskatchewan Reserve, also the 
bull barn. I know he is 4 capable contractor and any 
work he undertakes is done in a satisfactory manner.

It would seem that before any definite 
steps can be taken with regard to advertising for tenders 
for the construction of the above Day School that we reach 
a definite decision as to the intended site. Could we 
please be advised whether you have received from Mr. Hamilton, 
copies of the reported submitter’ by Mr. D.B. Gowy District 
Chief Engineer, Lands and Development Services Branch of 
this Department. You will recall that Mr. Gow visited the 
Lake St. Martin area in June, 19%7, and submitted « report 
concerning two sites which you had suggested. In a covering 
menorandum from the Chief Bngineer we were advised at the 
time as follows: 


" It will be noted that the only source of drinking 
water is from @ well with a limited supply of about four (+) 
barrels a Bo oy about 1500 feet from No. 1 site and 
presumably a t 3780 feet from No, 2 site. As the expense 
of instelling a pumping installation from the existing well 
to either site could obviously not be justified, it would 
appear that water required for drinking purposes at either 
site would have to be hauled from the well eriodically to a 
storage tank, which should be installed in the schools". 


We are quite determined not to locate any 
school unless we are assured of a good source of water. Past 
experience has indicated the wisdom of being assured of a 
water supply before the construction of a school begins. 
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Therefore, it would seem evident that 
steps will have to be taken with re te the sinking of 
a well before further consideration ean be given to 
the reguest for ers. In view of your knowledge of 
leeal conditions, it would be appreciated if we could be 
advised as to the obtaining of an umlierground water supply. 


Under separate cover you have already been 
forwarded a copy of the blueprints for a standard one room 
sehool with attached teacher's residence which we intend 
building at this place. You will note that although only 
one Glassrooz is actually provided for, the basement is 
very large and well lighted and is so planned as to be 
available for a second classroom if and wheres needed,

The present well, at the 014 school site on this reserve, 

gives about 20 pails a day. The water runs in Slowly and 

is being used by the Indians. This wouldbsufficient water 
for the school and teacher's residence, but would not ac- 

comodate the Indians in addition, 


My understanding is that it is the intention of the De- 
partment to build one school this summer &nd another in 
the near future. If this is correct, the new sehool 

this summer should be built at the south site and a well 
Should be drilled. I think weter should be obtained at 
the south site between 80 and 100 feet. The site is 
Slightly rolling and approximately one mile; from the old 
school site. The depth at which water should be obtained, 
is more guess work than anything. ‘The depth of wells 
vary considerable in the immediate district, from 58 feet 
to 150 feet. The well should be drillea before any work 

is done on the school, as there is every possibility of 

& running well in suoh close proximity to the lake, Any 
overflow oan be taken care of if drilled before anything is 
done on the building of the achool 


If it 18 intended that only one sehool is to be built on 
the reserve, then the old site should be shomen, It is 
fairly central, but it would mear that children remote 

fron the site would have to waix 44 miles, If the south 
School wes built thie year, the old soheol. would accomo- 
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date the ohildren from the north end of the reserve for 
another year or two, However, it would mean two teachers, 
one of whom would have to walk from the 014 school to 

the residence to be built on the new school. The present 
teacher, Mrs. Beachell is very difficult to get along with. 
None of the Department nurse's have been able to live with 
her even for a few days at a time, and I am doubtful of 

an arrange ment where two women would have to live to- 
gether for quite some time. 


Will you kindly &dvise further in this matter re- 
garding the intention of the Department in the matter 
of erecting one or two schook. A)

if you refer to Mr. Waite's letter (March 4, 
1948, file 126-7-5) you will notice that he recommends 
two schools. He wishes to avoid transportation. 


The enrolment of 51 pupils as recorded in the 
last quarterly return (December 1947) seems to justify 
this stand. On checking the treaty list I find 51 
pupils - 1 to 6 and 59 - 7 to 16, These figures check 
fairly well with the iast census (1944) which give 56 
and 44 respectively. 


Enclosed please find a map of the reserve. The 
pencilled "K" is the approximate location of the present 
sehool. It is fairly central and is about four miles 
from the Bast and West boundary. The distances referred 
to are road distances which are longer than that indicated 
on the map, due to many detours which are necessary due 
to low lands. This distance will be shortened when the 
road program is carried out. 


The two new schools would be about one mile East 
of the present school and one mile West. The population 
is grouped mostly in the ceatre of the reserve, There 
are about two families living near the West boundary, 
that would be over three miles from the centre and four 
families, living near the East boundary, that would be 
over three miles away. 


I believe that a central two-room school would 
provide educational facilities to this community for 


many years. Briefly, the advantages of a two-room school 
over two, one-room schools, would be as follows: 


Adventages of two, one~room schools: 


1. WALL bring the Bast and West boundary families within 
three miles from the school. 


2. Possibly avoid the necessity of transportation. 
Advantages of one, two-roomed school: 
l. Less expensive to contrfet than two, one-room schools, 


2. Would avoid the necessity to drill two new wells, 
There is 4a well at the central location.

6. Better educational opportunities for the children. 


One main disadvantage of the central large school 
would be the necessity, possibly, of transporting the 
pupils from the two extremes. This would not be a serious 
problem as these people have horses, it might entail an 
expenditure of about $500.00 yearly. 


The educational setup of a two-room day school 
was discussed with Provincial Inspector Simms who concurs 
with our opinion of its advantages over the double proposi-~ 
tion. Mr. Waite suggested the two schools to conform to 
the policy of "no transportation". 


Should the proposition of one central school be 
decided it will be necessary to send the plans, spedifica- 
tions and bill of material for a two-room school, Mr, 
McKenzie is willing to undertake it on the seme conditions 
as the others, However, a new estimate for the lump sum 
mist be calculated.

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(2) Where there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the 
Minister of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may decide what 
are the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what is 
the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages and heurs. 
Immediately upon feceipt of notice of any decision of the Minister of Labour 
hereunder the Contractor shall adjust the wages and hours and claasification of 
work so as to give effect to such decision. In case the Contractor shall fail so 
to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees for any services 
performed or for any hours of labour wages according to the rates set forth in the 
schedule or fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over- 
time and classification, the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the 
Minister to pay any such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount 
thereof from any moneys owing by the Government to the Contractor and any 
such payment shall for all purposes as between the Contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, and the Contractor 
shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, direction and payment 
as aforesaid. 

(3) For the protection of the workmen employed, the Contractor shall post 
and keep posted in a conspicuous place on the premises where the contract is 
being executed, oceupied or frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in 
this contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of the Minister 
of Lebour made thereunder. 

(4) The Contractor shall keep proper books and records showing the names, 
trades, and addresses of ali workmen in his employ and the wages paid to and 
time worked by such workmen, and the books or documents containing such 
record shall be open for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government 
at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected, 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement 
attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates of wages and hours 
of labour of the various classes of workmen employed in the execution of the 
contract; (2) whether any wages in respect of the said work and labour remain 
in arrears; and (3) that all the labour conditions of the contract have been duly 
complied. with; nor in the event of notice from the Minister of Labour of claims 
for wastes, until the same are adjusted. The Contractor shall also from time to 
time furnish the Minister euch further detailed information and evidence as the 
Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him that the conditions herein 
contained to secure the payment of fair wages have been complied with, and that 
the workmen so employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full.

A visit was made by writer to the above school on April 12th 
in company with Mr. Waite of the Indian Affairs Branch and an inspection 
was made of the work done. 


in_the Basement: 


Finishing of walls and floors remains to be done, Doors are to 
be made and hung. Windows are to be hinged and fitted with transom chains, 
locks and chain raising attachments. Storms are to have brackets attached. 
Other finishing is to be done and painting completed. 


The furnace work is completed but the draft controls are to be 
carried to a fixed plate upstairs and one cold air entry is to be made into 
the south basement room. This type of furnace takes so much space it would 
be advisable to have any future school built to this plan changed so that 
the furnace room would be 3 feet wider. At present there is no way to get 
at the smoke pipe for cleaning or replacement except by removing one cold 
air pipe which blocks access space at present. 


First Floor Classrooms: 


Blackboards, cupboard door frames and a minor amount of work on 
the trims and window shelves remain to be done. Painting has not been 
started. The floors require sanding before varnishing. 


ving ¢ ers: 


The dresser remains to be built and installed. All trim and 
floors require sanding before painting. Chimney beading and plastering 
over the brick besides all crackfilling, here and in the school rooms, 
are to be done before painting can be carried on. 


A vent should be cut and trimmed for the chemical toilet. 
Exterior Finish: 


Chimney capping and painting of the flashing around the chimneys 
are to be done. Flashing is to be completed along water step. All painting 
is to be done, Toilets are to be put on sills and placed. The outside 
catchbasin is to be built at junction of drains from basement rooms, 


It is estimated this work will amount to about $2,000. Jt was 
found, on a visit to the contractor in his home at Ashern, that bé planned 
to proceed on Monday with his workmen to complete the work as rapidly as 
possible. He expects a payment to be made him on account. It seems 

_reasonable that he receive an amount which would leave $2,000. to be paid 
en completion of the work.

When I was out on the Lakes this 
summer I made special inquiries regarding this 
work and I find that the people at Little 
Grand Rapids are living without « house on the 
whole reserve, and that they are residing, ase your 
Inspector has reported,along the shores of 
Pagle Lake. is condition of residence 
I was not aware of as I have never visited the reserve. 
However, in the years we have had a summer teacher 
out there, we have had a fair attendance during the 
supmer months, Having heard nothing from Mr. 
Atkinson, who is out there this summer, [I cannot 
speak regarding this year's attendance. At 
the same time Mr. Atkinson will have to be paid 
for his services. If the Department does 
not wish a teacher sent out there in future, 
why of course we will not think of sending one out. 
Whatever may be decided on for another year by the 
Department will be satisfactory. In the meantime 
provision will have to be made for Mr. Atkinson's 
summer's work.

Referring to your letter of May Syh No 
259,818/1. I beg to repert as followe,- 
I visited Little Grand Rapids School on July 23rd and found a log 
building, with the seams between the loge open to the weather, 
situated outside the reserve near to the Rudeon Bay Fort. 
A Mr Jotmston wae in charge as Teacher. 
I enquired of the Councillor and Bandif the people would remain in 
the vicinity of the school during the summer months, and was told 
that the people were only there to receive their annuity and supplies 
after which they would remove to their usual fishing and hunting 
stations some distance from the reserve. 
There is only one house in the reserve at present. 
The Councillor asked for biscuits for the children attending the 
eohool, but I informed him that,not knowingthe school wae in Operatian 
biscuite had not been estimated for. 
The Band asked to have a school built for them in the reserve, I 
pointed out to them that before this could be done it would be 
necessary for the people to be established in homes upon their 
reserve. 
The building now in use ie not fit in ite present condition to be 
used as a school at any season of the year. 
I think under the circumstances a summer schoo) at Little Grand Rapids 
i@ waste of time and money, and would respectfully recommend that 
after the present season is past it be discontinued until such tine 
ae the improvesente varran

When Mr. Niddrie, our Miesionary, went up there in 
duly to assist Mr. Hope in erecting a small dwelling he held 
council with the Indiane regarding the best place to carry 
on for the present time and with the exception of one man, 
they decided to conduct school in the church at Little Grand 
Rapide. Therefore a emall house was erected, the walle of 
logs, in which Mr. Hope will live this yoar. 


If it ie finally decided that there eh&ll be no 
change in the location of the Reserve, it may be necessary 
to change the eite for the school house to one of the other 
pointe mentioned in your letter.

In your letter of the 7th No. 125-12-1 you state the 
following re Mr. W. J. Hope,- 

"Concerning Mr. Hope at Dynevor Hospitel, I wish to 
state that the Department will expect him to meet his 
own expenses.” 


I requested the Rev. Mr. Somserset, the Methodist 
Minister at Selkirk to visit Mr. Hope and report to me. 
I enclose you a co of his reply. The old man is in 
& needy condition and I feel sométhing should be done for 
him. Does he not belong to the Poplar River Band or the 
Berens River Band and receive his annuity from the Depart- 
ment? I have had a conversation with Dr. Stewart who has 
charge of the Ninette Hospital and he informs me the best 
he could do is to put him on the waiting list. He says 
the Municipalities pay the Institution $1.96 per day per 
patient for those unable to pay for themselves but, that 
the ectual cost is $2.60 per day. Would it not vb asible 
for the Department to arrange to teke him into the Temaves 
Hospitel? I make this request believing the case is more 
urgent than the Department was aware of when writing on 
the 7th. If this oan be done it might be well to instruct 
your Agent to take immédtate steps towards this end.

In further reply to your letter of February 25th, 
1930, - File #125-12-1 - I beg to state thet when Mr, Luther 
Schuetze was appointed as missionary teacher at Little Grand 
Rapids, he found himself without buildings of any kind on the 
Reserve. Therefore he hed to proceed to erect both school house 
and residence, Your Department provided material for the school 
house, and our Board provided materiel for the mission house, but 
Mr. Schuetze was entirely responsible for the erection of these 
buildings, It was impossible for him to accomplish ell tis 
work out of school hours without some assistance. Our Board, 
therefore, provided an Assistant for him in the person of a grad- 
uate of the Norway House Residential School. We chose one of the 
brightest ex~pupils, so thet in ean emergency he could take charge 
of the school if there was work which demanded Mr. Schuetze's 
attention. I know that Mr. Schuetze has given some personal 
attention to the freighting of the material, but it was not for 
the Hudson's Bay Company ~ it was im connection with the school 
and mission buildings. 


I regret that this report, which appears to be 
of a damaging character, hes reached your Department; but I think 
that if there is a thorough investigation by your Agent, it will 
be discovered that it is only a half truth and that Mr. Schuetze 
has ha@ no relationship with the Hudson's Bay Company in the 
matter of freighting. All the reports we receive in connection 
with his work are very satisfactory, and I believe that both the 
Government and the Church are receiving full value for all they 
are investing in this work. 


Our Mr, Barner expects to visit Little Grand 
Rapids during the coming summer and he will report further to me 
in connection with the work there.

In further reference to your letter of February 
#5th = File 125-121, - I may say that/I visited the Little Grand 
Rapides Reserve in the month of July and went thoroughly inte the 
Tumeur which reached the Department concerning this matter, 


I discovered that a request had been made to the 
Depertment for 30 school deaks, This request was granted on con- 
dition that Mr. Schuetsze would freight these in without cost to the 
Department. In addition to this, there was material with which Mr, 
Schuetze was campleting the building operations, end he was made 
responsible for freighting this material in alse. In order to 
accomplish this with the least expenditure, he had to do the work 
in the winter, and it was a heavy tesk. The bulk of the time taken 
in this freighting operation was the Christnas holidays; but, in 
eddition to that, he gave twelve school days to the work. During 
these twelve school days he left the school in charge of an assia- 
tant who was provided by the Miesion Board. This young mam is a 
graduate of the Norway House Boarding School and is thoroughly 
qualified to take charge of the school for a few days. ‘the report 
that Mr. Schuetze vas freighting for the Hudeon Bay Company is 
entirely without foundation, for he did not handle a pound of thuir 
freight during the operation, 


In view of the fact that Mr. Schuetze has had to 
take charge of the erection of tro buildings since he went into 
Little Grand Rapids, end that he has had to perform mst of the 
mechanicel work himself, I think that he has accomplished something 
very fine. I feel sure that on our part, inetead of entering into 
oriticiam, we ought te caumend him highly for his self~sacrificing 
labours,

VA ‘ Report of journey up the Berens 
River, Manitoba

Berens River Mission with two 

of our Christian Indians, Joti 
James and Willlam Byverett, at seven 
a.m. on Thursday, Jaly 17, 1980, We took 
#@ oiteteen-foot canoe with Hvinrude en- 
gine, and a supply of gasoline and ofl. 
We also had cur camping outfits and 
& good eupply of food. As we expected 
to be away three weeks, it was neces- 
sary to send both fuel and fond to the 
far end of the journey by freight, to be 
ready for our return. 

Our first call ia Little Grand Rapids, 
abont. 110 miles inland. This point ts 
260 feet above the waters of Lake Win- 
nipeg, so it will not be surprising that 
we had to portage canoe and goods 
thirty-eight times on the journey, each 
portage around a rapid. Though the 

b water was high and the rapids turbo- 
Giple ot Day S:host, Little Grend Rapids, Man. lent, our expert canoe men took every- 
thing safely through, and after three 
Guys’ atendy trevel we reached Little 
Grand Rapids at 6.30 p.m. on Saturday, 
19th natant. 

Tt is four years since I visited thi 
place. The following statement will 
refer to the three Iniand points, Little 
Grand Rapids, Pekangekum and Deer 
Take, When I first visited these places 
in 1038, they seemed to be hopeless as 
far ae mission work was concerned. ‘for 
about Ofteen yeara prior to that time. 
Rey. PF. G. Stevens, of Fisher River 
Miasion, had made aunual visits in the 
summer to Littl Grand Rapids and 
Deer Lake, teaching the people all that 
was possible of the Obristian religion in 
the course of two or three days. This 
policy was continued under Rev. J. W. 
Niddrie’s care cach year after 1020, 
thelnding Pekangekum. Bat it seemed 
that something more should be done for 
the people, In July, 1927, a well-edu- 
cated man named Lather Schuetz, 
taster of five languages, who was trad- 
ing with the Indians at Poplar River, 
felt muved to go and open the work at 
Little Grand Repids, He has been used 
of God tn tranrforming things there. At 
very small cost to the Church and the 
Government he hay erected « achool- 
houre and mission house. He and his 
family are a great exninple to the people 
both In spirit and practice. There are 
281 gouls in the band. He has gathered 
130 tato the Christian Church, and hin 
@ehool attendanve t¢ very good. He ts 
showing the people by his garden what 
fan be done there in raising vegetables, 
and by keeping goats to provide milk 
for bie six children he and bis faithful 
wife are demonetrating that where cows 
va not be Kept there are good spbeti-

t was brought to my attention last week that 
Mies Mery Mozel has been hired by Mr. Luther Scheutze to 
teach the classroom on the Little Grand Rapide Indian 
Reserve, 


I discussed this matter with Mr, Irwin, tle 
Indien Agent at Selkirk, who stated that he was aware Mr. 
Scheutse hired Mise Mozel last year to substitute while 
he was sick, but he did not know she had again returned 
last September. 


I phoned the Rev. Dr. Cormie, of the United 
Ghurch, who supervises these appointments, and although 
he was aware of Mise Mosel being at Little Grand Rapides, 
he understood she was hired by Mr. Scheutze to teach his 
own children and expected she was paid from a grant allowed 
for education by the church, He immediately wrote Mr. 
Scheutse, instructing him to carry on the work himself and 
dispense with the services of Mies Mosel in connection with 
the teaching of the Indien children, Dr. Cormie was very 
emphatic in his inetructions and he is positive they will 
be carried out. At any rate, he intends to make a thorough 
investigation of the whole matter. 


I have always received good reports in connection 
with the work carried on by Mr. Scheutse and I have every 
reason to believe that Dr. Cormie‘s instructions will be 
followed out. Any further developments regarding this 
matter will be reported.

Mr. Street was transferred to Little Grand 
Rapids on September 1, 1959, and was paid his salary 
every month from that date to April 30, 1940. He 
took his annual summer holidays in May and June and 
has been paid for July and August. 


The academic year and the fisesal year overlap 
but we must be guided by the amount of money provided 
for Mr. Street's salary for the fiscal year which 
started April 1, 1940, and ends on Mareh 31, 1941; 
namely, $990.00. He has already been paid from the 
current year's appropriation for the months of April, 
July and August. Consequently only six months’ more 
salery can be paid him from September 1, 1940, to 
March 31, 1941. He is, therefore, entitled to take 
another month’s holidays during one of the months 
between the dates just mentioned.

Under separate cover I am writing to you 
with reference to the Little Grand Rapids R.C. School 
and in reviewing your letter of July 26 and official 
reply of July 31 regarding the Little Grand Rapids U.c. 
Indian Day School it is noted that it has been decided 
to operate this school to the end of February, 1941, 
and thet the holidays will be taken during the months 
of Mereh, April and May, 1941. ‘The December quarter 
return of thie sehool has not yet been received but 
my purpose in writing to you is to ascertain if the 
seme conditions prevailed in regard to attendance as 
wee the case at the Little Grand Rapids B.C. Ssehool. 


On reviewing the return for the quarter 
ended June 50, 1940, at the Little Grand Rapids U.Cc. 
Sehool it is found that only 6 children attended that 
school although the names of 41 children were shown 
on the return. Apperently the children who should 
attend this school are not on the reserve during the 
June quarter. 


You ean understand that the whole

I have for acknowledgment your letters of 
February 17th, Files 125-30-1 and 125-12-1, relative to 
sehool terms and attendance at the U.C. and B.C. Schools 
at Little Grand Hapids. =: 


In the case of the U.C. school, the attend- 
ance during the December, 1940 Quarter was very good, 
considering that I have given instructions that all able~- 
bodied Indians were to leave the Reserve for their trap 
lines. 


I believe the poor attendance at the R.C. 
School was due largely to the fact that the Missionary 
reported a little trouble between the parents and him- 
self. ‘This was purely 4 personal quarrel and the parents 
refused to allow their children to attend school. I wrote 
the R.C.M.P. at Berens River and instructed him to talk 
to these Indians when he made his patrol to the Reserve; 
This patrol has been made and I understand the trouble is 
now under control. I also wrote Mr, Street, Teacher of the 
U.C. School and requested that he not accept Mr. Bellavance’s 
pupils in his school. Street replied that he would do as I 
requested. 


In regard to the matter of school terms, both 
teachers agreed at Treaty time that the months of March, 
April and May would be the best to have the sehool closed. 

I cannot understand why the U.C. School had sueh poor attend- 
ance last June as most of the Indians are on the Reserve at 
this time of year. The matter of arranging a satisfactory 
school term at Little Grand Repids is indeed a difficult one. 
Tne situation is, briefly, that there is bound to be poorer. 
attendance during the Winter and Spring if the Indiane take 
their families to the trap lines. It is necessary that the 
men at least, go to trap lines as this is practically the 

only means they have of making @ livelihood. On the other 
hand if the women and children stay on the Keserves while 
their husbands are away trapping we would have to issue rat- 
4ons to them. 4t is a matter where either the school attend- 
ance suffers during the Winter months or we keep the Indians 
on the Heserve and issue rations to them. I have always in- 
structed the Indians to leave their Reserves in the Winter 

and go to their trap lines. ‘The matter, therefore, of arrang- 
ing a suitable school term under the ciroumstances is very 
aiffieult. The present school term has been arranged as sugé- 
ested by the Teachers of both Schools. 


Please advise if you wish te to again take 
this matter up with the teachers.

I desire te refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of 
May 15, with reference to the Little Grand Rapids 
Indian Day School. ‘hen that letter was written, we 
were under the impression that the United Church and 
the Romen Catholic Church Schools on the Little Grand 
Rapids Reserve would close on March 31. However, it 
now appears that although Mr. Dueck opened the U.C. 
school on June 1, 1944, the R.C. school wag not opened 
until September {, 1944, The latter s@hool continued 
in sqreewee Guring April and May, and when Ur. Dueck 
realised this, he also kept the school open during 
these months, 


The Agent now intimates thet these two 
schools should remain in operation until June 30. 


We have no particular objection to this 
arrangement, but I am writing the agent, stating thet 
in order to avoid such difficulties in the future we 
should revert to the regular scademic year, namely, 
September 1 to the following June 50, 


As Mr. Dueck has remained at Little Grand

In view of the contents of your letter it is 
necessary to review the situation at both the United 
Church and the Roman Catholic Schools at Little Grand 
Rapids. 


For some time past it has been understood 
that these two schools would close at the end of Mareh 
and re-open at the Ley wee | of June, Mr. Dueck re- 
opened the Little Grand Rapids Sehool on June 1, 1944, 
and consequently, at the end of March, 1945, he had been 
paid 10 months’ salary. In view of the previous arrange- 
ment his name was then removed from the paylist. 


A teacher for the R8.C. school was not secured 
until late in August ~- see our letter of August 22, 1944, 
He was placed on the paylist from September 1, 1944, and 
Consequently would not teach the 10 months until the end 
ef June, 1945. In view of the above, no injustice has 
been done to Mr. Dueck, 


I note from your letter that Mr. Dueck has 
kept the school open during April and May, without any 
authority, and in the meantime we have received a 
recommendation from the United Chureh of Canade to 
appoint Mr. Abram Neufeld as teacher of this sehool. 

As we thought thet Mr. Dueck had given up duties at the 
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end of March and that the two months' annual holidays 
would be taken during April and May, we advised the 
United Church authorities to have the new teacher report 
for duty on June 1. 


It is perplexing for the officials of this 
Braneh te be informed at the end of May that the preceding 
arrangement in effect at this school had not been carried 
out. It is difficult to understand why we were not 
previously informed of Mr. Dueck's action. 


It is possible that both schools on this re- 
serve should be taught during the same months, but I think 
the time has arrived for us to make a definite decision 
regarding the months during which the schools should be 
in operation and inform all persons accordingly, and thus 
avoid the difficulty that has occurred this year. 


To carry out the sucgestion contained in your 
postscript would mean that the children would obtain only 
one month's holidays. I doubt very much if that would 
be very satisfactory. 


If you agree with the statement made by you by 
Mr, Dueck, to the effect that the children do not attend 
the school during the months of July and August, I think 
the best solution of the whole matter is to revert to the 
regular academic year, namely, September 1 to the following 
June 50, and this should apply to both schools. Please let 
me hear from you immediately, 


We are again placing Mr. Dueck's name on the pay- 
list, so that he will receive salary for the months of 
April end Mey and June.
